After  tho  Christmas  I960  book  had  been  received,  Bob  wrote,  nJust 
a  line  fascinates  me,  'he  requested  to  be  freeman'  something  like  that 
always  sots  me  to  trying  to  visualise  what  life  and  people  were  like 
back  then," 


Along  with  my  genealogical  research  I  have  also  looked  up  many 
things  which  applied  to  Life  and  the  Manner  of  Living  in  those  days. 

That  is  part  of  the  fascination  of  research,  Briggs,  in  his  "History 
and  Genealogy"  produced  the  type  if  book  I  should  like  to  be  able  to 
produce.  It  includes  many  items  regarding  the  times  and  localities. 

My  present  project  is  to  put  into  your  hands  the  family  material 
gathered  these  many  years,  with  the  hope  that  someone,  later,  may 
have  them  published  in  one  book.  The  researcher-compiled  is  the  best 
qualified  to  put  his  notes  into  proper  order. 

I  have  hoped  not  only  to  bring  out  additional  information,  which 
any  of  you  may  have,  but  also  to  stimulate  your  interest  in  research 
of  your  own.  Each  of  you  has  a  'line'  not  included  in  our  family 
ancestry. 

Historically,  the  pre-colonial  period  of  discovery,  and  earlier 
attempts  of  "Settlement"  and  the  early  Indian  Wars,  are  fascinating 
subjects,  given  only  short  space  (as  necessary)  in  our  history  books. 

I  believe  most  of  you  would  find  a  Genealogy  section  in  your 
Library.  For  more  about  a  'freeman'  look  in  "The  New  England  His¬ 
toric  and  Genealogical  Register,"  Vol.  3,  p*  41  &  &9*  The  "Freeman's 
Oath"  was  the  first  paper  printed  in  New  England,  "Concerning  freeman' s 
admission  nothing  is  more  cleare  in  the  charter  yn  this,  that  the 
Gover'r  and  Company  have  free  liberty  to  admit  whome  they  think  meet." 

(N.  E.  Hist.  &  Gen,  Reg.  Vol  2:170).  They  must  be  orthodox  in  religion, 
and  own  a  certain  amount  of  property  (freeholders). 

Many  of  the  early  offices,  or  activities,  were  much  more  important, 
in  Colonial  days,  than  they  sound  in  today's  terminology.  The  office 
of  "fence-viewer"  was  important  because  their  flocks  and  herds  were 
always  in  danger  from  wild  beast  and  Indians.  A  "Constable"  was  the 
head  officer  of  the  town  government,  and  signified  an  officer  of 
highest  rank,  one  of  great  honor  and  importance. 

The  "train  band"  was  the  town  militia,  a  feature  of  the  self-govern¬ 
ment  of  a  Puritan  community  where  every  able  bodied  man  was  trained  to 
meet  the  Indian  foe. 
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EXPLANATION 


These  mimeographed  booklets  have  been  prepared,  primarily, 
for  my  family.  Extra  copies  were  sent  to:  New  England  Historic 
Genealogical  Society,  Boston,  Mass.;  L.  D.  S.  Genealogical  library. 
Salt  Lake  City;  National  Genealogical  Society  and  Library  of 
Congress,  Washington,  D.  C.j  and  the  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants, 
San  Francisco,  California. 

The  first  booklet,  1959,  was  on  the  paternal  family,  beginning 
with  William  Richardson  of  Newbury,  Mass.  There  was  a  circular, 
fan  chart  of  ancestors  for  nine  generations,  and  a  family  chart  of 
Richardsons.  An  index  listed  first  ancestors,  only;  and  a  second 
list  showed  the  division  into  sixteen  family  groups,  which  grouping 
will  be  followed  in  subsequent  booklets. 

The  I960  booklet  has  records  of  families  allied  to  William 
Richardson,  to  include  the  ancestors  of  Benjamin  Allen  Richardson, 
great-great-grandfather  in  that  branch  of  the  family.

Letter  from  Ralph. 

Orin,  my  grandfather,  was  a  traveling  man  selling  woolen  goods 
for  men's  suits,  in  Portland  and  Bangor,  and  often  walked  out  in  the 
middle  of  the  street  when  in  a  city  to  avoid  any  possibility  of  being 
robbed. 

I  believe  he  was  37  years  old  before  he  began  to  preach.  I  heard 
him  preach  on  his  80th  birthday. 

In  order  to  stop  smoking  he  made  himself  so  sick  that  he  had  to 
go  to  bed  three  different  times. 

I  dont  recall  where  he  preached  except  where  we  spent  vacations, 
such  as  Greene,  North  Livermore,  and  I  am  pretty  sure  he  preached  at 
Turner  Fall  and  that  vicinity.  He  generally  had  an  extra  pastorate. 

He  was  very  active.  I  am  told  he  built  his  own  buggy  and  always  washed 
it  after  a  trip  so  it  was  ready  to  go  again.  I  know  he  built  his 
own  sturdy  sleigh  because  later  we  used  it  in  Brockton  and  I  doubt  if 
it  ever  wore  out.  He  made  his  own  washing  churn  and  stamper.  He 
raised  fine  apples  and  managed  to  plant  a  grain  crop,  generally  by 
finding  out  what  others  planted  and  then  plant  a  different  kind. 

I  have  heard  father  say  he  himself  put  up  12  acres  of  hay  when 
he  was  12  years  old,  and  took  care  of  the  cows  when  he  had  to  tunnel 
through  snow  drifts  from  the  house  to  the  barn. 

This  may  explain  some  of  our  sturdy  background  and  longevity. 
Justin  inherited  the  ambition  and  energy  so  that  in  spite  of  serious 
war  wounds  he  lived  a  long  and  useful  life.

From  Ralph’s  letter 
early  1961. 

"We  have  become  widely  scattered  from  Rutland,  Vt#,  and 
the  time  I  could  ride  a  bicycle  from  Brockton  to  Newton  Center, 
Mass." 

Ralph  has  his  father’s  Civil  War  record  as  compiled  by  the 
0.  A.  R. .  He  says,  "The  tale  about  keeping  a  liquor  supply  in 
camp  for  the  woodsmen  is  new  to  me,  but  it  could  not  have  been 
Justin  Kent  because  he  was  a  school  teacher  at  16  and  in  the  army 
at  18.  After  the  war  he  was  so  severly  wounded  as  to  be  on  crutches 
and  continued  his  education  and  taught  school  uptil  he  became  a 
minister,  so  my  guess  is  he  never  worked  in  a  logging  camp.  He 
taught  school  at  Scarsport  where  mother  was  a  pupil  (8  years 
younger).  He  also  opened  the  old  Baptist  Church  there  and  mother 
played  the  organ. 

"While  he  was  pastor  of  the  large  First  Baptist  Church  in 
Rutland,  Vt.,  he  not  only  preached  at  West  Rutland  also,  but 
originated  and  with  his  brother  Edward  edited  and  published  the 
Vermont  Baptist,  even  after  he  left  there,  for  several  years.  He 
finally  sold  it  and  used  the  money  to  build  a  fine  home  and  barn, 
and  also  a  double  tenement  building  for  income  rent."

While  reading  over  family  annals,  reference  to  Newton  Center, 
Mass.,  brought  back  "one  of  my  fond  childhood  memories"  wrote 
Cornelius,  "for  as  a  small  boy  I  used  to  ’help'  an  old  man  make 
bonfires  in  the  Autumn.  His  name  was  Samuel  Francis  Smith.  The 
sidewalks  were  bare  hard  ground,  and  sometimes  mother  would  'run 
me  a  race'  and  let  me  beat  her,  and  then  Mr.  Smith  would  take  me 
in  his  arms  and  tell  me  what  a  fine  chap  I  was  going  to  be  " 

4  Bamuel  Francis  Smith  (1808  -  1896)  of  Boston,  was  a  close 
neighbor  of  the  George  E.  Richardson  family  when  they  lived  in 
ewton  Center.  He  was  a  Baptist  and  a  hymn  writer,  and  is  best 
known  for  "Jfy  Country  Tis  of  Thee,"  set  to  the  British  tune  of  "God 
Save  the  King."  He  would  start  out  for  a  walk  and  Agnes  would  ask. 
Where  are  you  going?"  and  he  would  reply,  "I'm  going  where  you're 
going,  where  are  going?"  Then  they  would  walk  along  together. 

Cornelius  graduated  from  North  Denver  High  School,  1908.  Both 
Cornelius  and  Eri  were  active  in  school  activities  and  athletics. 
Both  played  football.  Eri  excelled  in  the  ndle  run,  and  Cornelius, 
xn  pole  vaulting.  Cornelius  continued  'self'  education  by  taking 
correspondence  courses  and  class  work,  his  last  study  being  at 
Portland  State  College,  night  class,  in  1956.  At  one  time,  he 

served  two  years  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Pacific  University, 
Forest  Grove,  Oregon. 

He  started  with  Carnation  Company  January  first  1909,  at 
Kent,  Wash.  During  the  trip  from  Denver  he  stopped  to  visit  Eri 

a  Galif*  1°  1912,  while  he  was  at  Forest  Grove,  Helen 

and  Lucy  joined  him  and  attended  the  Academy  of  Pacific  University 
He  became  superintendent  at  Forest  Grove  in  1917.  From  there  he 
was  transferred  to  different  plants  -  learning  the  business  -  and 
then  to  the  Main  Office  in  Seattle,  Wash.,  January  first  1925. 

He  was  transferred  to  Salem,  and  within  one  year  increased 
sales  xn  the  northern  territory  over  700$.  He  was  the  first  sales¬ 
man  to _ call  on  doctors  to  ’sell'  them  Carnation  as  a  baby  food  - 
us, . indirectly,  bringing  about  the  ad  so  frequently  seen  in 
magazines  today.  He  was  offered  the  position  of  assistant  sales 
manager  west  of  the  Mississippi.  He  did  not  accept  as  It  would 
have  meant  being  'on  the  road'  90$  of  the  time. 

. _  Fn  1927,  when  Carnation  bought  their  first,  of  many,  fresh 
milk  plants,  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Fresh  Milk  division. 
Subsequently,  he  returned  to  the  evaporated  milk  division,  after 
several  repeated  and  urgent  requests;  and  returned  to  Hillsboro, 
Oregon,  August  1932.  There  had  been  a  bad  milk  strike  in  Hillsboro, 
resulting ^ in  loss  of  prestige.  They  first  went  to  Hillsboro 

January  first  1924,  and  from  there,  transferred  to  the  Seattle  main 
cilice.

Hillsboro  became  'home'  to  Cornelius*  family,  just  as  San  Mateo  and 
Burlingame,  Calif,  had  become  home  to  Eri*s  family.  They  bought 
the  lovely  two-story  house  that  Carnation  had  bought  for  their 
Superintendent. 

In  1947  he  was  called  to  the  Main  Office  and  requested  to  start 
a  new  project  for  Carnation-Albers  Company.  A  canned  food,  later 
given  the  name  of  "Friskies",  for  which  he  was  granted  a  budget  and 
a  free  rein.  Hillsboro  was  closed  as  a  eondensary,  and  re-equipped 
according  to  his  own  specifications,  for  the  manufacture  of  this  dog 
food.  This  was  a  relatively  new  product  on  the  market,  and  he  was 
advised  not  to  consult  with  other  dog  food  producers,  but  to  "start 
from  scratch."  The  suggestion  was  made  that  he  equip  the  factory 
to  produce  15,000  cases  per  month,  or  about  550  cases  per  day.  In 
only  eight  months  Friskies  became  so  popular,  that  they  were  manu¬ 
facturing  over  80,000  cases  per  month,  by  working  double  shift, 
sioc  days  a  week,  and  it  became  necessary  to  re-equip  the  factory 
to  triple  the  output.  Friskies  became  one  of  the  best  products 
manufactured  by  Carnation-Albers  Company. 

During  these  years  he  was  active  in  Civic  and  Social  affairs. 

He  went  through  the  chairs  in  Masonry,  Blue  Lodge,  Royal  Arch,  and 
Command ery,  and  was  President  of  the  County  Shrine  Club.  He  promoted 
the  location  of  the  Masonic  Home  at  Forest  Grove.  He  also  went 
through  the  chairs  in  Odd  Fellows.  He  served  as  President  of  both 
the  Rotary  Club,  and  Toastmasters.  He  also  served  as  President  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  took  an  active  interest  in  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  good  roads.  He  was  Assistant  County  Executive  in  Boy 
Scouts.  He  was  appointed  to  the  advisory  committee  of  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture,  and  while  chairman  (for  five  years)  was 
largely  responsible  for  acquiring  a  new  Dairy  building  at  Oregon 
State  College,  at  Corvallis,  Oregon;  and  was  awarded  a  life  Mem¬ 
bership  in  the  State  Dairymen's  Association,  in  recognition  of  this 
activity. 

He  was  a  member  of  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution.  He  was 
County  chairman  of  two  War  Bond  Drives,  and  had  the  honor  of  holding 
first  place  in  Counties  in  the  U.  S. ,  for  which  he  was  awarded  a 
Government  Medal,  He  was  appointed  Executive  Officer,  by  Governor 
Charles  Sprague,  of  Oregon,  to  organize  and  direct  Civilian  Defence 
for  Washington  County,  2nd  World  War,  and  worked  eighteen  to  twenty 
hours  a  day,  and  slept  many  a  night  in  the  Sheriff's  office,  for 
several  months,  to  build  it  into  a  good  organization. 

During  the  years  their  sons  were  growing  up  there  home  was 
a  gathering  place  for  the  neighborhood  boys,  who  continued  to  come 
in  after  Neil  and  Stu  went  off  to  college.  Cornelius  was  an  active 
church  member  and  taught  a  Sunday  School  class  of  teenagers. 

Starting  with  a  class  of  seven,  it  increased  to  over  forty.  He  did 
not  read  from  the  Bible  but  taught  practical  living,  and  religious 
priciples.

He  was  with  Carnation  Company  forty-eight  years.  In  later 
years  he  developed  both  ulcers  and  diabetes,  and  retired  December 
31,  1937.  At  this  time,  his  fellow-workers  presented  him  with  an 
upholstered,  adjustable,  reclining  chair,  together  with  a  Plaque 
and  a  check  to  pay  for  a  vacation. 

Having  previously  taken  a  course,  with  his  wife,  in  Real 
Estate  selling,  after  retirement  he  again  took  up  further  study 
and  received  a  license  to  practice  as  a  Real  Estate  Broker, 

Dec.  2,  1959.  Clare  who,  at  one  time,  had  her  own  business,  joined 
Cornelius  February,  I960.  In  his  first  few  months  of  selling  he 
brought  about  a  ’deal'  beneficial  to  the  Government^to  the  State 
and  County,  and  to  himself,  by  locating  and  selling  over  235  acres 
for  a  government  sponsored  Medical  Research  Foundation. 

This  Medical  Research  Foundation,  to  be  located  east 
of  Orenco,  Oregon,  is  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the 
world.  It  is  a  multi  million  dollar  subhuman  Primate 
center.  It  -is  expected  to  attract  topflight  scientists 
from  all  over  the  world,  both  predoctorate  and  post 
doctorate. 

Biochemical  in  nature,  research  mil  be  carried  on 
with  a  colony  of  about  600  monkeys,  though  it  is  not  a 
"monkey  farm."  "Nonhuman  Primates  already  have  played 
an  important  role  in  the  research  efforts  of  this 
country."  There  will  be  research  in  heart  and  other 
diseases,  which  will  yield  needed  insight  into  mechanisms 
which  can  form  the  basis  for  progress  on  human  diseases, 
and  will  make  possible  long-term  studies. 

This  grant  was  made  following  a  review  from  various 
medical  institutions  throughout  the  country. 

Since  the  sale  of  land  to  the  Research  Foundation  he. 
has  been  able  to  give  some  help  and  advice  in  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  farm  area. 

Not  being  willing  to  just  sit  and  play  pinochle,  he 
continues  to  handle  an  occasional  Real  Estate  transaction. 

HRK  comment:  Cornelius’  first  statement  to  me  took  up  less 
than  one  page.  I  sat  down  and  added  things  from  his  letters,  and 
that  he  had  told  me,  then  asked  him  to  correct  it.  More  stories 
could  be  told.  He  has  led  an  active  life.  He  says  of  himself 
that  being  a  "willing  worker  his  fellow  citizens  liked  to  shove 
burdens  over  onto  his  shoulders,"  I  should  rather  say  that  being 
the  kind  of  person  who  was  known  to  accomplish  things  in  a  thorough 
manner,  he  was  called  on  frequently,  thus  making  him  an  active 
leader  in  his  community.

FAMILY  GROUP  II 

There  is  not,  genealogically,  anything  to  add  to  this  group 
as  given  in  "Stuart  and  Allied  Families,"  prepared  for  Elb ridge  A. 
Stuart,  1938.  According  to  the  information  found,  it  would  appear 
that  our  first  Horner  ancestor  to  come  over  to  this  country  was 
about  the  last,  (if  not  the  last)  of  our  early  ancestors  to  arrive. 

His  father's  name,  Hobart  S.  Horner,  made  me  wonder  if  the  Hobart's 
came  into  that  side  of  the  family,  too,  and  some  research  was  done, 
but  nothing  conclusive  found.  The  Hobart  family  produced  a  number  of 
ministers  and  it  is  possible  that  he  was  named  for  a  beloved  minister. 
More  research  would  be  needed  to  show  that  the  two  families  lived  in 
the  same  area  at  the  same  time. 

While  grandfather,  Eri  Homer,  was  Deacon  of  the  Baptist  Church 
of  Rutland,  one  of  the  ministers  was  Justin  Kent  Richardson  who  gave 
his  second  son  the  Horner  name,  Ralph  Horner  Richardson,  George  E. 
Richardson,  brother  of  Justin,  came  to  visit  him  and  fell  in  love 
with  Deacon  Horner's  daughter  Eva.  She  was  engaged  to  a  man  who 
later  became  president  of  the  American  Banker's  Association.  She 
broke  her  engagement  and  married  George  Edward  Richardson. 

Eri  Horner's  parents  were  Americans  from  Vermont,  temporarily 
in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  Province  of  Quebec.  His  parents  were 
married  there,  and  he  was  born  in  Granby  March  26,  1830.  When  he 
was  seventeen  he  tramped  across  the  border  to  Vermont,  and  worked 
on  a  farm  then  took  a  job  with  the  Rutland  and  Burlington  Railroad. 

In  1849  he  joined  the  Rutland  Railroad,  and  lived  at  Brandon,  Vt. 

He  stayed  with  the  Rutland  Railroad  until  .1892,  and  worked  his  way 
up  until  he  became  road  master  of  the  Northern  Division  with  head¬ 
quarters  at  Rutland.  In  forty-three  years  he  never  lost  an  hour 
from  his  work. 

Record  of  the  Baptist  Church  of  Brandon:  May  2nd,  1857,  "Eri 
Horner  and  his  wife,  Betsy,  stated  their  Christian  experience  and 
requested  to  be  immersed  -  which  was  accepted."  Dec.  31,  1866,  "It 
was  voted  to  give  Brother  and  Sister  Horner  recommendations  to  the 
Baptist  Church  of  Rutland."  (By  this,  it  would" seem  that  they  moved 
to  Rutland  early  in  1867  -  HRK.)  Several  homes  which  he  built  and 
owned,  were  on  Traverse  Place.  The  house  we  remember  so  well  was 
at  45  Prospect  Street,  where  Eva's  first  three  children  were  born, 

Eva  Horner  had  a  very  beautiful  contralto  voice  and  sang  in  the 
choir  of  the  Baptist  Church.  When  her  singing  teacher  told  her  to 
toughen  her  throat  she  opened  the  collar  of  her  coat  and  caught  cold, 
which  developed  into  tuberculosis.  Attempts  which  were  made  to  clear 
up  this  condition,  being  unsuccessful,  the  family  moved  to  Denver  in 
1895  in  hopes  that  the  climate  would  be  helpful.  And  perhaps  it  was. 

She  lived  to  see  her  two  youngest  children  reach  teen-age. 
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AMOS  HORNER  and  ELBRXDGE  STUART 

Elbridge  Stuart  and  Henry  Sutherland  had  agreed  to  a  merchan¬ 
dising  partnership,  and  opened  a  store  in  El  Paso,  Texas,  where  two 
railroads  would  be  going  through.  Bullets  flew  freely  in  El  Paso 
in  the  early  eighties,  and  they  saw  plenty  of  gun  action.  The 
store  was  a  success  from  the  start,  and  seldom  closed  before  mid¬ 
night,  and  the  young  merchants  prospered,  and  moved  to  larger 
quarters.  "Among  the  customers  were  two  young  Vermonters,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Amos  Homer.  Amos  Horner  was  a  conductor  on  the  newly  built 
Mexican  Central  Railroad,  running  from  the  border  to  Chihuahua, 

These  Easterners  in  the  West  liked  to  get  together  and  Elbridge 
Stuart  became  a  frequent  visitor  in  the  Horner  home."  He  became 
interested  in  a  picture  Amos  had  of  his  sister  Mamie.  "She's  a 
school  ma'am  and  lives  at  home  with  father  and  mother  in  Rutland, 
Vermont."  According  to  tradition,  he  asked  to  be  allowed  to 
write,  first  obtaining  permission  from  her  father.  Mamie  was 
somewhat  scornful  of  writing  to  a  groceryman. 

Later,  when  Elbridge  made  a  business  trip  to  New  York,  he 
decided  to  make  a  side  trip  to  Rutland,  over  the  week-end.  He 
called  on  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eri  Horner  and  met  their  daughter.  Sunday, 
after  church  he  was  invited  to  join  them  for  their  noon  dinner. 

When  he  left,  after  a  visit,  he  was  invited  to  return  in  the 
evening  and  did  so.  He  did  not  leave  Rutland  Monday,  as  he  had 
planned,  but  stayed  on  for  two  weeks,  by  which  time  an  under¬ 
standing  had  taken  place,  and  the  following  November  1884,  Elbridge 
Stuart  and  Mary  Horner  were  married. 

Amos  Horner  and  his  wife  moved  to  Texas  when  he  was  a  young 
man.  .There,  he  worked  for  the  railroad.  In  "Stuart  and  Allied" 
Families"  it  is  stated  that  he  was  a  railroad  engineer.  The  date  of 
his  death  is  given  as  "November  27,  1898,"  However,  this  may  be  an 
error.  According  to  another  account  he  died  shortly  after  Mary 
Stuart's  death.  Amos  Horner  died  Nov.  22,  1940  in  Canutilla, .a 
suburb  of  El  Paso.  His  son  Amos  is  said  to  have  lived  with  him 
until  his  death. 

The  major  portion  of  the  above  is  from  "Elbridge  A.  Stuart,  Founder 
of  Carnation  Company,"  by  James  Marshall.

Grandmother  Horner  died  Oct.  8,  1897.  I  clearly  remember  my 
mother  receiving  the  news,  and  her  great  sorrow,  though  it  was  beyond 
my  understanding.  I  was  just  over  four  and  it  is  one  of  my  first 
vdry  distinct  memories.  The  following  Christmas,  when  Grandfather 
came  to  visit  us,  I  was  sick  with  measles.  Coming  up  for  me,  he 
lifted  me  onto  his  shoulder  and  took  me  down  to  see  the  Christmas  tree. 
I  suppose  the  other  children  had  been  sent  away  from  infection,  as  I 
dont  remember  seeing  them. 

As  a  child,  I  heard  stories  of  "Aunt  Louisa"  who  lived  in 
grandfather's  house.  I  thought  she  was  his  sister,  but  from  the  record, 
it  appears  she  was  grandmother's  younger  sister,  and  I  suppose  never 
married.  From  the  stories,  she  must  has  been  slightly  "teched"  in 
the  head.  My  mother  bore  her  first  three  children  in  her  father's 
home.  If  my  older  brother,  the  first-bom,  cried,  or  fell  down  stairs 
Aunt  Louisa  would  come  running  and  ask,  "Is  it  Eri?"  If  it  was  not 
she  had  no  further  interest.  After  grandmother's  death,  she  book 
over  the  housekeeping.  She  was  such  an  exacting  housekeeper  that 
grandfather  said  he  "had  to  keep  one  foot  on  his  sock  while  he  pulled 
on  the  other,  lest  she  pick  it  up  and  carry  it  away." 

By  thrift  and  enterprise  Eri  Horner  accumulated  a  considerable 
amount  for  those  days.  He  had  done  well  in  Real  Estate.  I  re¬ 
member  mother  telling  that  he  would  enter  receipts  in  a  little 
book  -  a  separate  book  for  each  tenant.  When  the  book  was  filled 
he  would  deed  the  house  to  them.  This  is  much  like  our  present  in¬ 
stallment  plan,  but  as  I  understand  it,  there  was  no  previous  agree¬ 
ment  and  no  obligation.  At  one  time  he  gave  each  daughter  $5,000. 

Mother  had  the  opportunity  of  investing  in  Carnation  Company  but 
chose,  instead,  to  buy  a  house. 

During  the  war  years,  wi th  a  few  minutes  to  spare  I  was  looking 
over  a  case  in  a  store  that  carried  jewelry  and  lovely  art  goods. 

There  was  a  sailor  standing  near  by,  and  he  made  some  casual  remark. 

The  city  was  crowded  with  service  men  and  they  were  lonely.  When 
I  asked  where  he  was  from  he  told  me  Vermont,  What  part?  Rutland. 

Then  I  began  to  feel  excited.  Did  he  know  Deacon  Horner?  He  didn't 
but  his ^ folks  had  known  him,  and  he  had  a  pair  of  his  spectacles 
among  his  'historical'  souvenirs.  I  had  to  keep  my  appointment  and 
he  was  probably  to  leave  that  day."  We  each  went  our  way,  but  for 
a  bit  grandfather's  spirit  seemed  close  to  me. 
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The  Rutland  Baptist  Church  had  a  two-manual  Hook  and  Hastings 
organ  of  thirteen  ranks ,  given  in  1917  by  Mary  Horner  Stuart,  the 
wife  of  Elbridge  A.  Stuart. 

The  memorial  inscription  on  the  case  reads: 

In  Loving  Memory  of 
My  Father 

Deacon  Eri  William  Horner 
My  Mother 

Betsy  Morgan  Horner 
My  Sister 

Eva  Horner  Richardson 

This  Organ  is  Given  by 
Mary  Horner  Stuart 

In  1954  the  church  received  a  gift  from  the  Stuart  Foundation 
of  Los  Angeles,  California,  of  which  Elbridge  Hadley  Stuart  Is 
President.  This  gift  made  possible  the  achievement  of  a  new  tonal 
disposition.  The  number  of  pipes  was  increased,  the  expanded  pedal 
division  was  electrified  and  a  new  standard  pedal  board  installed. 
The  new  pipes  were  of  European  manufacture,  in  accordance  with 
scaling  and  voicing  specifications  of  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Byers  of  the 
Addover  Organ  Company,  who  was  commissioned  to  do  the  work  of  re¬ 
designing  and  partially  rebuilding  the  original  instrument. 


In  195$  an  additional  gift  of  money  was  received  from  the 
Stuart  Foundation,  making  possible  the  electrification  of  the  motion 
and  the  installation  of  a  new  console  of  original  design.  This  work 
was  also  done  by  the  Andover  Organ  Company,  and  although  Mr.  Byers 
was  no  longer  with  the  company,  the  same  high  quality  of  workmanship 
was  maintained. 


"To  Mark  the  Completion  of  the  Organ" 

On  November  29,  1959,  the  Rutland  Baptist  Church  held  a  program 
of  Organ  Music  and  an  Augmented  Choir  sang  the  "Gontata  No.  28  - 
0  Praise  the  Lord  for  All  His  Mercies."  The  organist  was  Marriette 
Slack  Richardson.  A  news  clipping,  telling  of  the  event  states;  This 
has  won  the  critical  acclaim  of  a  number  of  outstanding  organists  who 
have  been  presented  in  recitals  since  that  time  (of  the  first  improve¬ 
ment  ) . 

H  elen  Butler  Barney  (Mrs.  John  A. )  wrote  Agnes  and  enclosed 
clippings.  She  wrote,  "We  are  so  proud  of  our  church  organ."

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The  KENT  line  was  the  first  line  I  received  from  the  professional 
genealogist  in  the  east.  I  had  been  corresponding  with  an  officer 
in  the  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants  in  the  State  of  California, 
who  very  generously  sent  me  quite  a  bit  of  information.  When  we 
reached  the  point  where  we  could  go  no  further,  she  sent  me  the  name 
of  this  genealogist  in  the  east,  who  sent  me  a  great  deal  of  informa¬ 
tion,  and  finally  the  proof  of  Mayflower  descent. 

I  had  sent  grandmother's  information  on  the  Prince  family,  and 
as  much  of  a  chart  as  I  had  at  that  time  -  very  simple  in  comparison 
with  the  circular  chart  which  I  later  filled  in. 

Mrs.  Barclay  wrote:  March  7,  1949,  "It  was  quite  a  problem 
to  find  your  Kent  ancestor  but  when  I  finally  did  it  all  unfolded 
beautifully.  It  seemed  at  first  that  he  probably  came  from  the  Kents 
who  were  in  Newbury,  Mass.,  in  1634,  since  so  many  of  your  ancestors 
came  from  that  section,  but  I  could  not  find  anything  in  this  family. 
However,  I  found  a  Kent  Gen.  on  this  Newbury  family  by  E.  I.  Dale  & 
Edward  E.  Kent,  that  contained  a  Justin  Kent,  wife  Lucy  Caldwell  who 
lived  in  Haverhill  and  removed  to  Portland  but  his  genealogist  is 
in  error  on  the  ancestors  of  your  Kents.  They  trace  Justin  back 
to  John  bom  in  Newbury  July  20,  1645  son  of  Richard  (1);  that  he 
married  M 'ay  21,  1662  Hannah  Grisold  and  proceed  to  state  that  at 
that  time  he  would  have  been  only  17  years  old  and  so  presume  the 
year  should  be  1666.  That,  of  course,  is  assuming  a  lot  unless 
everything  else  agrees.  At  least  it  gave  me  a  clue  since  the 
marriage  was  recorded  in  Dedham,  Mass.,  and  a  further  study  of 
Dedham  Town  Records  soon  convinced  me  the  genealogy  was  in  error,  as 
you  will  see  by  the  data. 11 

(Our  John  (1)  Kent,  born  in  Bbgland  probably  about  1631, 
married,  in  Dedham,  May  21,  1662,  Hannah,  daughter  of  Francis  and 
Mary  Grizold.) 

The  John  Kent  who  married  Hannah  Grizwold  was  an  older  man 
than  John,  son  of  Richard  of  Newbury,  proof  in  the  fact  that  if 
bom  in  1645  he  could  not  have  been  a  freeman  in  Dedham  in  1654 
when  he  would  have  had  to  be  21  years  or  more.  His  parents  did 
not  come  to  America.

KENT 


According  to  Sylvan  Evans,  the  name  KENT  is  identical  with 
Welsh*  caint",  meaning  plain,  open  country.  "Caint"  may  be  a  deri¬ 
vative  of  "canto11,  white,  brilliant,  the  original  meaning  being 

Clearing* . 

The  name  KENT  was  written  ’Cent*  and  * Caent *  in  Old  English. 

The  word  Kentucky  * Caint  tuck*  is  from  the  same  word. 

Caen:  Norman  'quesne,  quene, *  an  oak. 

(Weekly,  in  "Romance  of  Names") 

The  origin  of  the  surname  KENT  dates  to  the  time  of  the  Conqueror, 
and  is  placed  with  the  more  numberous  patronymics.  Among  those  of 
this  name  are  persons  of  distinction;  some  accomplished  valorous  deeds 
of  war,  some  held  high  official  positions  in  the  service  of  the  crown, 
and  some  were  eminent  scholars,  jurists,  theologians,  and  men  schooled 
in  diplomacy  and  statesmanship. 

They  who  wrought  well  were  honoured  by  their  sovereign  with  estates 
in  lands,  and  with  titles:  barons,  dukes  and  earls;  and  some  were  granted 
arms  and  other  tokens  of  royal  regard. 

Of  arms,  there  are  not  a  few,  and  the  bearings  generally  display 
the  eagle  on  both  the  escutcheon  and  the  crest. 

The  Kents  of  America  have  now  become  a  numerous  family,  many  noted 
for  their  achievements.  We  have  only  to  turn  the  pages  of  our  national 
history  for  the  honourable  roll  of  statesmen,  divines,  heroes  of  war, 
scholars,  authors,  and  men  of  all  professions. 
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KENT 

KENT  as  a  surname  has  been  found  in  eighteen  English  shires, 
where  some  appear  to  have  been  owners  of  much  real  estate.  Between 
1633  and  1644  there  came  from  England  to  New  England  three  families 

bearing  the  surname  Kent,  who  became  the  progenitors  of  three  distinct 

lines. 


Joshua  Kent  was  the  first  of  his  family  to  come  to  New  England. 
Records  do  not  state  when  he  came,  nor  from  whence,  but  he  was  in  Dedham 
Mass.,  prior  to  1643.  While  no  definite  record  has  been  found  as  to  the* 
place  from  which  the  Kents  of  Dedham  came,  that  most  nearly  corresponding 
with  the  date  of  John  Kent’s  birth  has  been  found  in  the  register  of 
St. Botolph's  Church,  Hingham,  England.  The  first  account  of  the  Kent 
family  occurs  in  the  account  of  the  settlement  of  Ipswich,  Mass.,  in 
1635.  Under  date  of  May  2,  1643,  the  town  records  of  Dedham  state  that 
Joshua  Kent  is  admitted  Townsman  &  hath  libertie  to  purchase  Edward 
Culver’s  lott." 

Joshua  Kent  was  admitted  to  the  Dedham  church  in  1644.  In  1644  he 
was  sent  to  England  with  a  testimonial  from  the  church.  The  records  of 
the. First  Church  say  that  "Joshua  Kent  went  for  England  with  our  testi¬ 
monial  but  to  return  again  11m,  1644,  nd  he  returned  1645."  "nd  ye 
said  Joshua  Kent  having  brought  ov’r  2  of  his  brothers  &  placed  them 
xn  ye.  country,  yet  with  his  wife  returned  to  England  10m  1647”.  «»nd 
ye  said  Joshuah  Kent  upon  ye  troubles  arising  again  in  England  &  wares 
ther  1648  he  returned  with  his  wife  againe  about  ye  8m  yt  year". 

His  brothers  were  John  and  Joseph.  Joseph  was  but  seven  years 
of  age,  and  his  brother  John  but  little  older,  which  would  seem  to 
Indicate  that  they  were  left  motherless  and  perhaps  urphans  when  very 
young.  These  three  brothers  were  the  founders  of  the  Dedham  line. 

Whether  any  relationship  existed  between  the  Kents  of  Newbury,.  Gloucester 
and  Dedham,  Mass.,  has  not  been  proved. 

Joshua,  freeman,  6  May,  1646.  The  name  of  Joshua’s  wife  Is  not 
given.  Joshua  and  John  Kent  settled  in  Dedham,  while  Joseph  was  placed, 
it  would  seem  in. the  custody  of  his  aunt,  Elizabeth  Mardier,  of  Braintree 
and  here  he  continued  to  reside  until  arriving  at  man's  estate.  He 
married  Susannah  George,  daughter  of  Peter  George.  Joseph,  had  a  son 
Samuel,  b.  in  1668,  who  married  Desire,  b.  1673,  daughter  of  Thomas  and 
Ruth  (Howland)  Cushman,  and  grand-daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth 
(Tilley)  Howland,  who  came  in  the  "Hayf lower. " 

Richard  Hardier  of  Braintree  died  2?  Dec.  1657.  His  will,  made 
9  days  before,  provides  for  wife  Elizabeth,  for  John  Hardier  or  his 
daughter  Mary  after  death  of  Richard's  wife.  The  will  of  Elizabeth,  his 
widow,  of  1  June  1664,  proved  6  Oct.  following,  provides  for  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  her  daughter  Saunders,  wife  of  Martin.

the  estate  of  my  father  at  the  time  of  his  death  &  all  reversions  & 
remainders  thereunto  belonging. " 

1  April  1717,  Ebenezer  Kent  exchanged  the  above  land,  housing  and 
saw  mill  for  other  parcels,  with  Matthew  Gannett,  Jr.,  his  brother-in-

Sent  by  Office 
of  Town  and  Tax  Collector,  Cumberland  Center,  Maine,  in  answer  to  my 
inquiry:  "Prior  to  1892  it  was  not  compulsory  for  the  Towne  Clerk  to 
keep  these  records,  therefore  they  are  not  complete.  Also  this  town 
was  a  part  of  North  Yarmouth,  and  when  they  separated  the  records  were 
not  copied  exact.  Only  Kent  death  recorded:  Harriet  Elizabeth  Caldwell 
Kent,  child  of  Charles  and  Elizabeth  Kent,  Died  May  30,  1821." 

There  is  nothing  in  "Old  Times  in  North  Yarmouth"  after  Justin 
Kent’s  death.  We  now  know,  from  gr.  father’s  Bible  that  Elizabeth  Kent 
was  raised  in  the  home  of  her  grandfather  Justin  Kent,  of  Portland, 

Maine,  She  married  there,  Oct.  28,  1841  Orin  Richardson  and  went  with 
him  to  his  home  in  Pownal,  Maine. 

Grandmother  always  stated  she  was  born  in  Portland  and  told  of 
early  memories  of  the  Waterfront.  Mrs.  Barclay  wrote: 

"The  Kents  evidently  lived  near  the  waterfront  on  one  of  those  nice 
streets.  The  Kents  are  called  merchants."  He  was  a  man  of  wealth, 
according  to  family  tradition.

This  would  have  been  sometime  between  1820  and  1827,  The  only  record 
of  this  marriage  occurs  in  the  Higgins  Genealogy  which  states  that  "she 
married,  as  second  wife,  Isaac  Higgins  and  that  she  was  Ruth  (Prince) 
Langworthy  a  widow.  "  No  Langworthy  could  be  found  in  the  Maine  records, 
where  the  marriage  probably  occurred.  He  may  have  lived  in  some  other 
state.  "Ships  came  into  Portland  from  all  the  sea-ports."  Nor  is  it 
known  whether  there  were  any  children  by  this  marriage. 

Ruth  (Prince)  Langworthy  married  3rd,  as  his  second  wife,  Isaac

GEORGE  AND  EDWARD  KENT 


Both  practiced  Law. 

Edward:  Mayor  of  Bangor,  Governor  of  Maine,  and  Chief  Justice. 

Edward  Kent,  born  January  8,  1802,  in  Concord,  New  Hampshire, 
died,  Bangor,  Maine,  May  19,  1877.  He  was  sixth,  of  eight  children 
of  William  Austin  and  Charlotte  (Mellon)  Kent,  line  of  John  (l)  Kent 
of  Dedham,  Mass.  His  father  was  a  native  of  Charlestown,  Mass.  His 
mother,  a  native  of  Sterling,  Mass.,  was  a  sister  of  Prentiss  Mellow, 
the  first  chief  justice  of  the  state  of  Maine.  His  line  of  descent 
was:  John  (l)  who  married  Hannah  Grissel,  John  (2)  Kent  who  married 
Anna  Smith,  Ebenezer  (3)  Kent  who  married  Huldah  Whittemore,  Ebenezer;, 
jr,  (4)  who  married  Mary  Austin,  and  William  Austin  (5)  Kent.  William 
Austin  and  Charlotte  had  four  sons  and  four  daughters. 

Edward  graduated  from  Harvard,  1821,  at  age  19,  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 

He  studied  with  Chancellor  Kent  at  one  time.  He  and  George,  his 
older  brother,  moved  to  Bangor,  Maine,  where  they  practiced  law,  and 
continued  to  live  till  their  deaths.  Edward  found  he  preferred 
politics,  and  was  Mayor  of  Bangor  from  1836  to  1838.  He  was  governor 
of  Maine,  ninth  and  eleventh  terms,  1838-39,  and  1840-41.  When 
elected  in  1840,  the  campaign  song  was,  "They  went  hell  bent  for 
Governor  Kent . " 


He  married,  first,  July  26,  1827,  Sarah  Johnston,  of  Hillsboro, 

N.  H.,  who  died  1853.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Johnston. 

They  had  several  children,  some  of  them  dying  at  a  comparatively  young 
age.  He  married,  second,  1855,  Abby  Anne  daughter  of  Rev.  Otis 
Rockwood,  of  Lynn.  They  had  an  only  child,  Edward,  who  became  chief 
justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  Arizona  Territory,  and  held  that 
position  until  Arizona  was  admitted  to  statehood,  1912. 


Edward  Kent  was  associated,  in  law  practice,  with  his  brother 
George,  from_1850  (or  1853)  until  1859.  He  was  then  appointed  by 

/  Merri11  to  a  seat  uP°n  the  bench  of  the  Supreme.  Court.  In 
1866  he  was  reappointed  by  Gov.  Cony  and  held  the  position  up  to  1873 
when  he  retired  to  private  life.  He  had  a  very  pleasing  personality/ 


Following  retirement,  he  took  his  wife  and  family  on  a  trip  to 
Europe.  Charlotte,  a  daughter,  married  a  gentleman  in  Rio,  and  died 
there  of  yellow  fever.  James,  a  son,  also  died  in  Rio  of  yellow 
fever.  Kitty  returned  with  her  father  and  lived  four  years  after  her 
mother.  Edward,  a  devoted  family  nan,  was  very  upset  by  these  deaths.

Since  then  she  had  been  living 
with  her  son,  George  E.  Richardson,  Superintendent  of  the  County 
Poor  Farm.  A  third  son,  Joseph  0.  Richardson  was  drowned  many 
years  ago,  at  Buenos  Aires. 

Mrs,  Richardson  was  a  direct  descendant  of  George  Kent,  Eminent 
Jurist,  and  also  Elder  William  Brewster,  who  came  to  America  with 

the  Pilgrim  Fathers. 

Funeral  services  were  held  this  afternoon  from  Thompson* s 
undertaking  parlors." 

In  the  letter  I  received  from  the  Division  of  Vital  Sta¬ 
tistics,  her  parents  are  given:  Father  -  Justin  Kent  bom  in 
Maine,  Mother  -  Unknown. 

We  now  know,  from  the  records,  that  she  was  only  sixteen 
months  old  when  her  father  died.  We  do  not  know  the  cause  of 
death.  Her  little  sister  Justinia,  was  born  after  her  father*s 
death.  Grandmother  was  raised  by  her  grandfather,  Justin  Kent, 

Sen,  a  merchant  of  Portland,  and  evidently  well  to  do.  We  know 
nothing  of  her  little  sister.  Her  mother  subsequently  married, 
evidently  two  times,  and  had  children  by  her  third  husband.  There 
is  very  little  in  the  record  about  her,  and  it  appears  that  grand¬ 
mother  knew  very  little  of  her.  Grandmother  listed  her  in  the 
Prince  notes,  though  no  marriage  or  relationship  was  shown, 

George  Kent,  Bangor,  Maine,  was  a  fourth  cousin  of  grand¬ 
mother.

The  GANNETT  Family  is  of  English  origin.  Two  brothers  and  a 
sister  were  among  the  early  settlers  to  this  country.  Sometimes  the 
name  in  early  script  looked  like  Garrett.. 

Judith  Gannett,  aged  twenty-six,  came  in  the  ship  "Francis" 
to  Ipswich,  April  30,  1634,  and  lived  in  the  family  of  John  Cogge'ahall, 
being  admitted  to  the  Boston  Church,  Sept.  7,  1634*  She  married  at 
Scituate,  Sept.  20,  1636,  Robert  Shelley.  Anne  Shelley,  sister  of 
Robert,  also  lived  in  the  Caggeshall  family. 

Thomas  Gannett  appears  to  have  come  from  England  about  1638, 

He  and  his  brother  Matthew  settled  first  at  Hingham,  Mass.  In 
1642  Thomas  became  one  of  the  first  settlers  and  proprietors  of 
Duxbury,  Mass.  Later,  1645,  he  removed  to  Bridgewater,  where  he 
died  1655.  He  married  Sarah  Jarmill.

"The  HOBART  line  is  a  fine  line  to  have,"  wrote  Mrs.  Barclay. 

They  were  the  founders  of  Hingham,  Mass.,  and  often  we  find  in  the 
records  that  such  and  such  a  person  "was  in  Hingham  before  the 
arrival  of  Rev.  Peter  Hobart"  the  first  minister.  Fortunately  he 
kept  a  diary  from  which  we  obtain  much  valuable  data,  but  it  is  tanta¬ 
lizing  sometimes  to  find  items  that  are  difficult  to  understand. 

The  surname  HOBART  dates  from  the  first  use  of  family  names  in 
England,  and  was  doubtless  in  earlier  times,  a  personal  name. 

Some  writers  think  it  is  a  modification  of  the  Danish  name  Hubba,  made 
famous  by  one  of  the  sea  kings  who  conquered  part  of  England.  It  is 
generally  believed  that  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  Hobarts  derive  from 
a  common  ancestor  of  a  remote  period. 

It  is  not  known  from  which  of  the  several  lines  of  the  family 
in  England  all  of  the  early  emigrants  of  the  name  were  descended. 
Edmund  Hobart  is  believed  to  be  the  first  to  bear  the  name  HOBART  .. 
to  come  to  New  England  and  to  be  the  ancestor  of  all  those  bearing 
the  name,  the  only  exception  being  those  who  acquired  the  name  later*

August  9,  1634:  Edmund  Hobart  was  admitted  to  full  communion  in 
the  First  Church  of  Boston. 

August  19,  1635:  Edmund  Hobart  was  admitted  to  the  First  Church, 
Charlestown,  and  shortly  after  was  one  of  the  ten  citizens  who  agreed 
that  only  desirable  persons  "be  allowed  to  sit  down  and  dwell  in  the 

town. " 

His  is  among  "Names  of  the  first  proprietors  in  Hingham  who  drew 
their  house-lota  on  the  18th  Sept.  1635,  from  the  Cove  on  the  north 
side  of  the  road  to  Fort  Hill."  His  son,  Edmund,  is  also  on  the  list, 
(NEHGR  2:250). 

According  to  Peter  Hobart *s  Journal,  "many  of  those  on  the  list 
owned  other  pieces  of  land  in  the  year  1635." 

1635:  Constable  of  Charlestown,  a  position  of  considerable 
responsibility  at  that  time.  He  moved  to  Bare  Cove,  Sept.  1635, 
where  he  helped  establish  a  church  under  his  son, Rev.  Peter  Hobart. 

Bare  Cove,  renamed  Hingham,  is  about  twelve  miles  south  of  Boston, 

1638:  Commissioner  "to  try  small  causes."  The  functions  of 
a  comrdssioner  were  similar  to  those  of  a  justice  of  the  peace, 
permitting  him  to  officiate  at  marriage  ceremonies,  a  privilege  then 
denied  to  many  ministers.

According  to  Peter  Hobart's  Journal:  In  the  thirteen  years  of 
his  life  in  New  England  he  held  prominent  offices.  He  was  generally 
spoken  of  as  "Edmund  Hubbard  the  elder." 

Ann  (or  Sarah)  Lyford  was  "a  grave  matron  and  of  good  carriage." 

Cotton  Mather  said  of  him  and  his  wife,  "They  were  eminent  for 
piety,  and  feared  God  above  many.  There  were  but  three  or  four <of 
the  whole  town  that  minded  serious  religion,  and  these  were  sufficiently 
maligned  by  the  irreligious  for  their  Puritanism."

Peter  Hobart  graduated  at  Magdalene  College,  Cambridge  University, 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  1625,  and  Master  of  Arts  1626  (or  1629).  He 
taught  there  for  a  short  period,  and  was  ordained  by  the  Bishop  of 
Norwich  in  1627.  He  preached  in  England  for  ten  years.  He  preached 
in  England  for  ten  years.  He  preached  in  several  towns,  as  he  had 
opportunity,  and  last  at  Havershill  in  Suffold  County.  Through  this 
time  he  is  said  to  have  maintained  a  high  character  for  diligence, 
sobriety  and  religion. 

He  had  identified  himself  with  the  Puritans,  which  subjected  him 
to  the  impositions  and  persecutions  of  the  prelacy.  Although  his  foes 
admitted  his  fine  abilities,  they  made  him  feel  their  hostility. 
Accordingly,  he  removed  to  New  England.  His  parents  and  brothers  and 
sisters  had  embarked  for  New  England  about  two  years  before  this. 

He  came  with  a  fleet  of  seven  vessels,  which  left  Haverhill,  Eng,,  in 
April,  1635.  After  a  tedious  voyage  and  much  sickness,  he  arrived  at 
Charlestown  on  the  8th  of  June,  and  received  a  cordial  welcome  from 
relatives  and  friends. 

He  joined  the  Charlestown  church,  June  30,  1635.  Several  towns 
now  addressed  him  to  become  their  minister,  but  he  chose,  with  his 
father's  family,  and  some  other  Christians,  to  form  a  rtow  plantation. 
Sept.  2,  1635  he  was  made  a  freeman;  and  Sept.  18,  1635,  he  and  his 
family  and  other  friends  founded  Hingham. 

Rev.  Peter  Hobart  in  his  diary  mentions  "Mother  Ibrook"  and  his 
son  David  speaks  of  "great  Aunt  Gilman."  Until  recent  years  the  second 
wife  (Rebecca)  of  Rev.  Peter  was  thought  to  have  been  an  Ibrook.  But 
recent  English  research  revealed  that  he  had  a  first  wife,  Elizabeth 
Ibrook,  by  whom  he  had  two  sons  baptised  in  Southold,  Suffolk,  England, 
where  his  wife  was  born.  Her  parents  came  to  Bingham,  Mass,  and  thus 
the  reference  to  "Mother  Ibrook,"  "Great  Aunt  Gilman"  was  Mary 
(Clark)  Gilman,  wife  of  Edward.  Mary  (Clark)  Gilman  was  sister  of 
Rebecca  (Clark)  Peck,  David's  grandmother.

The  National  Geographic,  April,  1949  states: "Rev.  Peter  Hobart 
went  from  Old  Hiragham  in  England  to  Bareoove,  Mass.,  which  was  renamed 
hingham. "  It  is  said  that  he  first  landed  there  on  the  north  side  ' 
of  the  stream  which  flows  into  the  harbor  at  that  place,  and  that  it 
was  upon  its  banks,  under  the  open  canopy  of  heaven,  that  the  first 
public  religious  exercises  were  performed. 

They  drew  their  house-lots  on  that  day.  He  received  a  grant  of 
a  house— lot  on  Town  (North)  Street.  He  also  had  other  grants  of 
land  for  planting  purposes. 

He  was  the  first  minister  of  Hingham.  At  this  time,  he  was  but 
little  over  thirty  years  of  age,  in  the  full  vigor  of  manhood, 
possessed  of  great  activity  of  mind,  and  distinquished  for  independence 
of  character.  (Win.  Hobart,  his  Anc.  &  Desc.)  He  continued  a  faithful 
minister  for  about  forty-five  years,  industriously  promoting  the  re¬ 
ligious  welfare  of  the  people  among  whom  he  lived.  His  salary  was 
seventy  pounds  in  1648,  and  later  "five  score"  pounds. 

Peter  was  an  independent  and  spirited  clergyman,  and  espoused 
somewhat  too  warmly  his  late  sovereign's  cause  and  English  customs 
generally,  which  occassionally  brought  him  up  before  the  general  court 
to  answer  for  his  outspoken  opinions.  In  1648  he  was  fined  20  pounds 
for  "seditious  practices  and  derogation  of  and  contempt  for  authority" 
and  was  "bound  to  his  good  behavior."  He  defended  his  brothers 
Joshua,  Edmund  and  Thomas  against  charges  of  insubordination  preferred 
by  lieutenant  Anthony  femes,  commanding  officer  of  the  "train  Band," 
and  a  member  of  Rev.  Peter's  church.  This  became  a  bitter  and  dis¬ 
agreeable  quarrel,  which  agitated  Hingham  for  many  years.  The  various 
active  participants  were  fined  a  sum  total  of  155  pounds,  10s,  to 
which  Joshua  contributed  10  pounds,  Edmund,  Jr,  5  pounds,  and  Thomas 
and  Peter  2  pounds  each. 

He  was  a  man  of  thorough  education,  of  clearness  of  application, 
of  boldness  of  utterance,  and  independence  both  of  church  and  state j 
and  was  an  important  force  in  his  community.  By  his  parishioners  he 
was  greatly  admired,  respected  and  loved. 

In  1678  he  became  too  feeble  to  preach,  though  he  administered 
the  sacrament.  About  eight  weeks  before  his  death,  he  assisted  in 
the  ordination  of  the  Rev.  Mr,  Norton,  his  successor. 

The  Rev.  Peter  Hobart  died  Jan.  20,  1679*  and  was  buried  on  the 
23rd,  in  the  75th  year  of  his  age,  being  53  years  a  laborer  in  the 
work  of  the  ministry,  about  43  years  in  Hingham.

The  surname  PECK  is  of  great  antiquity.  It  is  found  in  Belton, 
Yorkshire,  England,  at  an  early  date,  and  from  there  scattered  over 
not  only  England  but  into  other  civilized  countries.  A  branch 
settled  in  Hesdan  and  Wakefield,  Yorkshire,  whose  dwscendants  re— 
moved  to  Beccles,  county  Suffolk,  and  were  the  ancestors  of  Joseph 
Peck  and  his  brother  Rev.  Robert  Peck,  of  Bingham,  county  Norfolk, 
the  American  emigrants.  They  were  an  armor-bearing  family.  Joseph 
is  said  to  have  been  entitled  to  these  arms,  quartered  with  those 
of  the  Brunning  and  Hesselden  families.  Joseph  is  said  to  be  a 
direct  descendant  in  the  twenty-first  generation,  from  John  Peck, 
of  Belton,  Yorkshire.  Given  names  John,  Thomas,  Richard  and  Robert, 
are  repeated  through  these  twenty-one  generations.

The  Rev.  Robert  Peck,  Rector  of  the  Parish  church  at  Hingham, 
England,  is  described  in  the  Norfolk,  England  "Antiquarians  Miscellany” 
as  a  "great  schismatic  who  being  prosecuted  for  various  illegal 
alterations  he  made,  fled  to  America.”'-  He  is  said  to  have  pulled  down 
the  rails  of  the  chancel  and  altar,  and  leveled  the  latter  a  foot 
below  the  church,  as  it  remains  today,  in  defiance  of  the  edict  of 
Archbishop  Laud. 

He  and  his  brother  Joseph  and  other  adherents,  who  were  persecuted 
by  Bishop  Wren,  to  the  number  of  one  hundred  three  (or  133)  men, 
women  and  children,  sold  their  estates  for  half  their  value,  and 
sailed  for  the  New  World  in  the  ship  "Diligent",  of  Ipswich,  which 
arrived  Boston,  August  10,  1638. 

He  was  Rector  of  the  Hingham  Parish  for  over  thirty  years  before 
his  flight  to  America.  In  a  few  years  his  party  came  into  power, 
and  at  the  solicitation  of  his  friends,  whom  he  had  left  behind  in 
England,  he  returned  to  the  old  parsonage,  sailing  Oct.  27,  1641 
with  his  wife  and  son,  Joseph,  leaving  his  married  daughter  in 
Hingham,  Maos.

Hingham  records  give  him  the  title  of  "Mr"  showing  him  to  be  a 
man  of  quality.  "Mr.  Joseph  Peck,  and  his  wife,  with  two  sons 
and  daughters,  and  two  manrservants  and  three  maids,  came  from 
Old  Hingham,  and  settled  in  New  Hingham,  in  1638."  Records  of 
I638  show  both  Robert  Peck  and  Joseph  Peck  to  be  Hingham  proprietors. 
Joseph  was  granted  a  house  lot  of  seven  acres  adjoining  that  of  his 
brother.  He  remained  at  Hingham  seven  years,  and  was  deputy  to  the 
general  court  of  Mass.,  for  Hingham,  1639,  *40,  >41,  and  *42. 

Freeman  March  13,  1639.  Selectman,  justice  of  the  peace,  assessor, 
etc.  He  was  one  of  the  leading  men  of  his  community. 

In  I64I  Mr.  Peck,  as  one  of  the  chief  purchasers,  and  others 
from  Hingham,  bought  Secunke  (Seekonk)  later  re-named  Rehoboth. 

From  the  town  record  of  Rehonoth:  “Mr.  Joseph  Peck  and  three 
others  at  Hingham,  being  about  to  remove  to  Seekonk,  riding  thither 
they  sheltered  themselves  and  their  horses  in  an  Indian  wigwam, 
which  by  some  occasion  took  fire,  and  although  there  were  four  in 
it  and  labored  with  their  utmost,  burnt  three  of  their  horses  to 
death,  and  all  their  goods, ‘to  the  value  of  fifty  pounds." 
(Connecticut  —  Stearns),  In  1645.,  he  with  most  of  his  family,  moved 
to  Rehoboth,  Mass , ;  and  during  this  year  there  was  the  register 
of  lands,  and  plain  lots  were  drawn ;  and  in  164 6,  lots  in  the  New 
Meadow.  . After  this  move  he  became  one  of  the  wealthiest  and  most 
progressive  citizens.

Mr.  Thomas  Allyn  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  Barnstable. 

We  do  not  know  the  date  of  his  coming  to  New  England,  but  he  speaks, 
in  Mar.  1654,  of  a  visit  that  he  made  to  England  in  1649  on  business 
ol  his  own  and  as  the  agent  of  "divers  friends"  as  "at  my  last  being 
in  Ould  England."  His  name  was  proposed  as  a  freeman  of  Plymouth 
Colony,  1  Mar.  1641/2,  but  he  was  not  admitted  as  such  until  1652. 

1}  and  1652  he  Was  SurveY°r  Highways;  in  I648,  I658  and 
1670  Constable;  and  in  1653  Juryman. 


Mr.  Allyn  was  one  of  the  wealthiest  of  the  early  settlers  of 
Barnstable.  His  house  lots  were  in  the  central  part  of  the  village 
ae  it  was  first  laid  out.  The  records  of  the  laying  out  of  lands 
in  Barnstable  are  all  lost,  and  the  records  of  Mr.  Allyn  furnish 
the  best  information  that  we  have.  In  1654  Mr.  Allyn  owned  six  of 
the  original  house  lots,  containing  from  six  to  twelve  acres  each. 
Ihis  land  continued  to  be  held  by  descendants.  He  also  owned 
meadowland  at  Sandy  Neck,  and  in  1647  he  owned  the  land  on  the  north 
ot  the  Hallett. Farm,  adjoining  the  bounds  of  Yarmouth.  Besides 
these  he  had  rights  in  tne  common  lands  and  other  large  tracts. 

The  Court,  in  passing  up  and  down  the  country,  often  stopped  at 
Mr.  Allyn  s  house,  a  fact  which  indicates  that  he  set  a  good  table, 
and  was  well  supplied  with  provender  for  man  and  beast. 


In  his  will,  dated  Feb.  28,  1675,  proved  5  Mar.  1679/80,  he 
names  his  daughter-in-law  (probably  step-daughters)  Sarah,  wife  of 

Wiiliam  Clark;  Martha,  wife  of  Benjamin  - ;  and  Rebecca,  wife 

of  Samuel  Sprague.  Ne  names  his  sons  Samuel  and  John,  and  his 
aaughter  Mehitable  Annable,  and  Samuel's  oldest  son  Thomas.  After 
disposing  of  a  part  of  his  estate  by  legacies  he  ordered  the  rest 
to  be  equally  divided  between  his  three  children,  giving  his  ri  ... 

daughter  Mehitable  an  equal  portion  with  her  brothers,  an  unsual 
circumstance  in  those  days.

The  house  which  Robert  Hicks  had  built  passed  into  the  hands  of 
Edward  Grey.  In  1673  Grey  conveyed  it  to  John  Rickard.  John  Ric¬ 
kard  lived  on  the  estate  and  after  his  death  it  came  into  the  pos¬ 
session  of  his  sons.  After  its  occupancy  by  John  Rickard,  senior,  and 
before  its  occupancy  by  his  sons,  it  was  occupied  by  Joseph  Allyne, 
the  sone  of  Samuel  and  grandson  of  Thomas  of  Barnstable. 

Mr.  Allyne* s  occupancy  of  the  house  could  not  have  been  a  long  one. 
Its  designation  as  the  Allyne  house,  by  which  it  was  known  so  long, 
was  due  alone  to  the  fact  of  its  association  with  a  distinguished 
family.  For  Mr.  Allyne  neither  built  nor  owned  it.  He  had  two 
children  born  in  the  house.  Elizabeth,  1700;  Mary,  b.  1702,  M.  James 
Otis,  the  father  of  the  patriot.  (Otis  Gen.)

Rev.  Thomas  (l)  Wall ay  (1618-1679),  was  one  of  eight  ministers 
who  came  from  London  in  Ship  Socioty,  May  24,  1663.

d.  March  24,  1678  age  6l. 

Rev.  Walley  was  rector  of  William  and  Mary*  s  Parish,  Whitehall, 
London.  He  was  Ejected  for  nonconformity  and  came  to  N.  E.  His 
name  is  listed  among  "Early  Settlers  of  Barnstable,  Ms,"'  admitted 
after  1660  and  before  1700.  (NEB&GR  Vol.  2:315) 

1669.  When  Mr.  Cotton  was  ordained  minister  of  Plymouth  First 
Church,  "The  Reverend  Mr.  Walley  made  a  solemn  prayer  before  ordination." 

Seeking  reasons  why  they  had  suffered  such  losses  from  the  Indians, 
and  why  they  had  not  gained  more  success,  the  Puritans  did  some  "soul- 
searching"  to  determine  the  cause  of  God's  wrath. 

The  Reverend  Thomas  Walley  of  Barnstable,  in  speaking  of  the 
cause  of  God's  wrath,  said,  "A  Quaker  told  me  it  was  for  saying  in 
my  sermon  they  were  blasphemers  and  idolators  and  for  the  persecution 
they  had  from  us  but  I  judg  we  may  as  well  feare  it  our  suffering 
the  public  exercise  of  their  false  worship."  A  short  time  later  he 
wrote,  "I  am  not  for  cruelty  yet  I  judg  there  should  at  least  be  a 
restraint  of  all  public  false  worship."  #

Also  this  was  a 
part  of  North  Yarmouth,  and  when  they  separated  the  records  were  not 
copied  exact.  Only  Kent  death  recorded:  'Harriet  Elizabeth  Caldwell 
Kent,  child  of  Charles  and  Elizabeth  Kent,  died  May  30,  1821.'" 

There  is  no  record  of  children  before  Hannah  Elizabeth,  however 
there  may  have  been  an  earlier  Hannah,  b.  May  29,  1816,  that  died  soon 
(Mrs.  John  E.  Barclay).

The  Orin  Richardson  Bible,  started  at  the  time  of  their  marriage 
states  he  married  "Elizabeth  II.  Kent  of  Portland  at  her  grandfather's’ 
Justin  Kent  tier  home  since  she  was  16  months  when  her  father  died  in 
Cumberland,  Me." 

Thus,  circumstantial  evidence  would  indicate  that  some  time  after 
the  birth  of  Justina,  the  mother,  Ruth  Prince  Kent,  took  her  two  infant 
daughters  to  the  home  of  their  Kent  grandparents  where  they  were  raised. 

As  her  marriage  "Intention"  was  filed  at  Belfast,  where  she  was  married’, 
it  would  seem  she  went  on  to  live  with  her  sister  Sally  Langworthy. 

The  fact  that  the  Justin  Kent,  Jr.  Bible  was  in  possession  of  the 
Richardson  family  would  indicate  that  Elizabeth  Kent  Richardson  and  her 
mother  were  in  contact  with  each  other.  Both  were  livine  in  Maine  at  the 
time  of  Ruth  (Kent)  Higgins  death. 

The  Kents  are  called  Merchants,  and  according  to  family  tradition, 
Justin  Kent,  Sr.,  was  a  man  of  considerable  means.  In  the  Columbian 
tentinel ,  (at  the  time  of  his  marriage,  Justin  Kent,  Jr.  is  called  son 
of  Justin  Kent,  "merchant  of  Portland."  (*See  footnote.) 

Grandmother  used  to  tell  of  early  memories  of  the  waterfront.  The 
name  Hannah  was  not  known  previous  to  receiving  records  from  the  Town  Clerk 
of  Cumberland;  though  in  Bible  Records,  subsequently  brought  to  light, 
her  name  is  given  in  full.  Hannah  Prince  was  a  grandmother,  and  Hannah 
Hobart  a  great-grandmother,  and  there  were  several  Hannahs  in  earlier 
generations.  Elizabeth  is  also  frequently  found. 

According  to  family  tradition,  she  was  descended  from  an  eminent 
jurist.  In  her  Obituary  notice  it  is  stated  she  was  the  daughter  of 
George  Kent  (Bangor,  Maine).  Records  show  this  to  be  an  error.  George 
and  Edward  Kent,  brother  attorneys,  were  also  descended  from  John  (1) 
ent  and  his  wife  Hannah  Griswold.  They  are  fourth  cousins.  Elizabeth 
(Kent)  Richardson  named  her  third  son  George  Edward,  which  seems  more 
than  a  casual  coincidence. 

She  was  descended  from  a  'family'  of  eminent  jurists.  The  Cushing 
amily  (Book  XII)  produced  three  generations  of  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court.  John  Cushing  was  a  brother  of  Daniel,  granckmother ' s  ancestor. 


*In  June,  1962,  when  the  house  called  the  "old  Justin  Kent  House" 
was  moved  to  provide  off-street  parking  for  firemen,  it  was  offered  to 
the  Cumberland  Historical  Society.  The  offer  was  refused  for  lack  of 
funds  to  maintain  it.  The  fact  that  it  was  still  called  the  old  Kent 
House  is  significant,  and  interesting.
